Washington, April 2<V Huerta has 
defied the United S totes and refused 
to order a salute of apology to the 
American Hag. 
That is his answer to 
President Wilson's ultimatum. 
'I lie president will appear before a 
joint session of congress this after­ 
noon and ask tor authority to use the 
army and navy to enforce the demands 
of the United States. 
This request will he granted imme­ 
diately and cr iers will he issued tor 
the blockading and seizure of all the 
Mexican ports on the east and west 
coasts of the southern republic. 
Tilts movement, while not iii itself 
an att of war. is almost certain to in­ 
volve hostilities, and officials in Wash­ 
ington bad accepted as inevitable an 
open declaration of war with Mexico. 
The news of Huerta’s refusal was 
flashed by wireless to Admiral Badger, 
commanding the Atlantic Meet, now 
hurrying toward Mexico, and to the 
commanders of the* American war ves­ 
sels already in Mexican waters.
